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The index to Vol. XXIII of Aviation contains twenty-four 
classifications and an effort has been made to classify the 
greater part of the material published in this volume. In 
addition to this, each item which appeared during the period 
from July 4 to December 26, 1927, inclusive, is listed under 
the first letter of its title, exeept where the title begins with 
an article, in which case the second word forms the index key. 

All equipment actually used in the construction of aircraft 
(propellers, pontoons, brakes, ete.) is listed under ACCES- 
SORIES. All material used in the construction of airplanes and 
all supplies necessary to the operation of the plane are listed 
under MATERIALS AND SUPPLIES. The activities of 
the various air mail carriers, air mail bids, and all items re- 
lating to the subject will be found under AIR MAIL. Three 
classifications have been employed to list the various types of 
aireraft: AIRPLANES, ATRSHIPS, SEAPLANES. Each 
type of airplane described in this volume is listed, alphabet- 
ically, and in as many eases as possible under its trade name. 
In some instances an article on an aireraft manufacturing 
company will contain description and specifications of its 
plane, and this article will also be found under the forego- 
ing subject. This explanation applies also to airships and 
seaplanes. 

Material pertaining to airport lighting, installation of bea- 
cons, the establishment of airports and their dedication, de- 
velopment and improvement, and airway inspection are given 
under AIRPORTS AND AIRWAYS. News dealing with the 
activities of the Army and Navy will be found under ARMY 
AVIATION and NAVY AVIATION respectively. All ma- 
terial pertaining to medals, trophies, crosses and prizes is 
listed. under AWARDS AND TROPHIES. Displays, con- 
ferences, luncheons, banquets and conventions, relating to 
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aeronautics, are classified under CONFERENCES AND DIS- 
PLAYS. Circulars issued by the government, covering theory 
and practice in airplane design and constraction, and articles 
dealing with aerodynamics are listed under DESIGN AND 
AERODYNAMICS. Descriptions of engines and material 
dealing with fueling of engines, ete., will be found under the 
subject of ENGINES. All articles on exporting and import- 
ing of aircraft, engines, ete., will be found under the subject 
of EXPORTS AND IMPORTS. 


Articles dealing with the preparation for flights, rules for 
flights, announcements of flights, actual flights and air tours 
are listed under FLIGHTS. Material on flight regulations, fed- 
eral, state and city rules and ordinances and government ap- 
propriations are given under LEGISLATION. All companies 
actually engaged in the manufacture of aircraft, accessories, 
materials and supplies, mentioned in this volume, are listed 
under the title of MANUFACTURERS. All material relating 
to concerns handling the retail or wholesale end of aircraft 
and supplies, clubs, schools, services, distributing organizations 
and agencies is segregated under the subject of ORGANIZA- 
TIONS. Aerial photography, the demonstration of cameras 
and photographie tests from airplanes are given under PHO- 
TOGRAPHY. Races, air shows, derbies and competitive 
tours are listed under "MEETS. 


Material on weather, meteorological stations, ete., will be 
found under METEOROLOGY. All radio material is listed 
under the subject of RADIO. News pertaining to RECORDS 
will be found under that title. TRANSPORTATION embra- 
ces all material dealing with the carrying of passengers, com- 
panies engaged in that traffic, rates, the opening of passenger 
lines, ete.
